Continued use of experimental books, video 
tapes, and units in mathematical logic prevailed. 
In the summer session, accelerated and enrich¬ 
ment courses were continued. 

The unit in mathematical logic was revised 
and taught to a number of geometry classes. A 
revised edition of an experimental algebra book 


from the previous year was used in one Algebra 
class. 

Experimentation in learning was a happening. 
The math department worked with Special Edu¬ 
cation in the teaching of mathematics. Further 
experimentation was seen in the development of 
the module system. Class time was extended in 
some math classes to three modules or 90 
minutes.
